On September 09th 2016 at approx 1200 hrs I conducted an interview 
with Amy Jones at 'Holmes Regional Medical Center in Room # 411 Jones 
was unable to fully use her voice so majority of her, conversation was 
unable to be captured on my recording device Jones briefly described

According to Jones earlier that day Demarco Newman called his friend 
who she was only able to identify as Vick Newman owned a 9mm 
handgun Newman previously gave the 9mm handgun to Vick .Jones 
stated Newman called Vick requesting he give the 9mm back to him 
Vick refused to bring over the 9mm handgun At the time Jones did 
not know why Newman wanted the 9mm handgun but she thought the phone 
call was suspicious. 

Newman previously made arrangements to move to Missouri without' Jones 
to be near his family As the day continued, Jones and Newman engaged 
in a conversation regarding his 1 move Newman asked Jones if she 
wanted him' to stay' with her in Florida or if she preferred he move- to 
Missouri Jones stated when she told Newman she preferred he move 
Missouri he became irate and snapped Newman accidentally injured 
himself and began swinging blood around as he was in the living room 
She did not see a firearm in his possession at that time 

Jones rushed into the bathroom to get her phone and purse She closed 
and locked the door behind her As she was calling the police Newman 
struck the bathroom doer using a hammer until he created a hole in the 
center of the door Newman then reached through the hole and unlocked 
the bathroom door and stood in the doorway armed with a 25 caliber 
handgun Newman then shot her several, .times as he was standing 
approx four feet away in the doorway Newman then crawled into the 
bathroom armed with the handgun His dog also entered the bathroom 
also Jones stated they remained in the bathroom until the police 
made entry into the bathroom According to Jones, as they were in the 
bathroom, Newman repeatedly made; statements indicated he was going to 
make the police shoot him Jones could not remember some of the event 
that occurred in the bathroom due to her injuries 
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According to Jones she was riot involved in any affairs with other 
men Newman never accused her of having an affair but he made it 
clear he did not want her dating, other men

VICTOR ROSARIO INTERVIEW 


On November 01st 2016 at approx 1745 hrs I conducted a phone 
interview with Victor Rosario- who was referred to as Vick during Amy 
Jones interview Rosar-io has known the couple for several years and 
was previous employed together with Demarco Newman According to 
Rosario approx three weeks prior to the shooting Newman, gave him a 
Hi-Point 9mm semiautomatic handgun to hold 'for safekeeping Newman 
complained that he and Jones had been arguing and made threats against 
each other Newman wanted Rosario to keep the firearm to prevent an 
incident from occurring 

Approx two hours prior to the sdooting Rosario received a phone call 
from Newman requesting Rosario to return the. firearm back to him 
Newman sounded calm on the phone and did not appear to be in any 
distress Rosario agreed to return the firearm to him at a later 
time The shooting occurred before Rosario could return the handgun 
to him

Rosario stated he has witnessed several arguments that occurred 
between Jones and Newman following Newman s 2013 shooting According 
to Rosario most of the arguments were related to Jones going- out and 
not returning home- until the following day 1 They also argued over 
financial issues On one particular argument that he witnessed he 
heard Jones yell something to the effect You want to shoot me? Well 
go ahead and shoot me! This gave me reason to believe that, threats 

involving firearms were- made at fimes during their arguments

On November 01st 2016 FDLE Agent Mark Mynheir forwarded me an 
official letter from the State Attorney s Office that concluded the 
use of force by Sergeant Ribnick^ was lawful and justified Case 
cleared as a justifiable homicide 
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
